DANIELCORKERY DIES 


PASSES AWAY AT HIS HOME AS THE 
RESULT OF AN OPERATION. 


Recovers Consciousness bat Once After 
the Surgeons Have Finished=His I11- 
ness Lasted but-Ten Days and -Devel- 
oped Into AppendicitiseThose Present 
in the Death Chamber=—History of the 
Life of the Millionaire Coal Merchant 
and Democratic Politician. 


Daniel Corkery, the Democratic leader 
and millionaire coal merchant, died at his 
home, No. 2625 Canal street, yesterdhy mern- 
ing at 10:40 o’clock. He had been ill but ten 
days and attended the Democratic County 
convention June 12 in the best of health and 
spirits. He was Chairman of the delegation 
from the Fifth Ward, and as usual took an 
active part in the work of making up the 
ticket. A few days later came a severe attack 
of illness, from which he never rallied except 
for a few hours following the operation per- 
formed tast Friday for appendicitis. Follow- 
ing the slight improvement came a sudden 
relapse, He grew much worse yesterday. 
Friends and relatives were sent for and many 
came. Mayor Hopkins and Robert E. Burke 
drove to the residence from the City Hall im- 
mediately on receipt of the news of the ap- 
proaching death, but arrived afew moments 
too late to see him alive. 

Among those who were present at the death. 
bed beside the immediate relatives of Mr. 
Corkery were Mrs. L. E. McGann and the 
Mayor’s two sisters, the Misses Hopkins.

Mr. Corkery took an active part in all Irish 
national muvements in Chicago, and at the 
time of his death was Treasurer of -the Irish 
Parliamentary Fund, which he opened with a 
large subscription of his own, and which he 
promoted until the time he was taken serious- 
ly ill, He enjoyed the confidence of his 
countrymen in a marked degree. He was 
genérous, manly, frank; and tolerant. He 
‘tried to heal differences and never assisted in 
promoting dissension’. No man of his race’ 
in Chicago had so large a circle of attached 
friends or had fewer enemies, 

The funeral arrangements have. not been 
made, Bishop Dunn of - Dallas, Tex., has been 
telegraphed for to conduct the services, Noth- 
ing definite will be known concerning the 
funeral until his reply is received.

He entered business for himself at the age of 18 
years with a one-horse wagon, from which he 
sold coal to his neighbors. Later he opened a 
coal office at Eighteenth and State streets. He 
established a branch office at Twenty-first and 
State, and still later was a steyedore contractor, 
unloading coal vessels ahoys the docks. This 
business proved a paying oné, and he later en- 
tered a partnership with D. McGarry un- 
der the firm name of McGarry,  Corkery 

Co., and in the coal business 
amassed a fortune estimated at $1,000,000. 
The partnership with McGarry was dissolved, 
and he continued to conduct the business alone. 
Later he organized the. Chicago and Indiana 
Coal company, of which he was President at the 
time of his death. He was also President and 
principal owner of the Otter Creek Coal com- 
pany, with mines at Brazil and Mecca, Ind. He 
also had large coal interests in Pennsylvania. 
His political record is interesting. He has al- 
ways taken an active part in politics, though he 
never beid a salaried city office. He was the 
first Election C ommissioner appointed, and 
served in that capacity with Samue! B, Raymond 
and Frank Hoffman. He also served one year on 
the Board of Education. He invariably refused 
nomination for office. He was married sixteen 
years ago to Mary A. Austin. To them was. born 
one child, a daughter, who died at the age of 4 
years. His wife survives him. }

The stivér dollars would be used to pay in- 
debtedness as they are today, but with this 
important difference, that the man receiving 
them in payment of a debt incurred previous- 
ly to the change would deem himself cheated 
ont of 50 per cent of what the debtor had 
agreed to pay. And é@very person holding a 
gold ** eagle ’’ of the reduced coinage to cor- 
respond with the value of ‘silver dollars 
would find himself unable to buy more than 
half as much goods with a dollar as he- can 
buy today with a dollar, The debtors would 
pay half their debts, the law canceling the 
other half,if special contracts did not pro- 
vide for fullpayment. Thetwo billions of 
full dollars deposits by working ‘men and 
women in the saving banks would be paid to 
them in the new light-weight kind of money, 
worth about half as muchas the old.

‘THE CLIMAX OF AN ARCHY. 

Sunday was a gala day in Lyons, The 
President of the Republic had honored the 
city by visiting the Infernational Exhibition. 
A banquet had been given him at the Palais 
de Commerce. At its conclusion he took his 
carriage for a visit to the theater. 
riding along the Rue de la Republique {in the 
evening amid the enthusiastic plaudits of 
thousands of people, and while‘in the very act 
| of acknowledging their hearty welcome, an 
Ttalian misecreant sprang Upon the step of the 
landau and gave-M. Sadi Carnot a fatal 
thrust with his stiletto. In afew hours the 
President of the French Republic was no 


smore and the joy of the people was turned to 


sorrow, while from the people of all nations 
messages of sympathy have gone to the be- 
reaved family and the saddened Republic. 

It matters little about the personality of the 
assassin. The inqui#ies of the police show that 
he was born in Italy in 1873, had beena baker 
‘by trade, had lived at Cette in France during 
the last six months, arid that he went to Lyons 
Supday with the intentiwn of killing Carnot. 
It is more to the point the motive which urged 
the young assassin to the perpetration of his 
cowardly deed, for assassination is always the 
last resort of the coward, That raqgtive is 
easily found. Santo isan Anarchist, conse- 
quextly a man without-.a country. He has de- 
livered lectures on anarchy and spent much 
of his time in Switzerjand, which is the favor- 
ite resort of Avarchi and its center where 
their deadly pilots are’ hatched. In reply to 
questions by the police he has no ‘other an- 
ewer than that “he is an Anarchist,”’ that 
‘*he had no personal enmity against the 
President,”’ and that “ he killed him for the 
good of humanity,” and that ‘ bis death was 
necessary for the new social order which is 
coming.” Thisis the usual cant of these 
wretches and Santo seems to have learned 
theirlingo. It goes without, saying that he 
will pay the penalty and that for the good of 
humanity he will go to the guillotine, for hu- 
manity is not safe while these wild beasts are 
running at large. 
not aitmed its blows at the Chief Executive 
alone. It has thrown its bombs into the

restaurant, and inté the sacred Church of the 
Madeleine. Like a wild beast it kills what- 
ever comes in its way when the opportunity 
occurs.

Sogiety 
must protect itself against these malignants 
or noone will be sale. Too. much’ latitude 
has been allowed for personal liberty which 
is the pretense of every Anarchist. There 
has been too much leniency shown to these 
men who have ubused freedom of speech and 


j the fault lies at our dwn doors as well as at 


the doors of foreign governments. That cuw- 
| ardly brute in New York, Johann Most, 
should never be allowed to print another such 
article as that which appeared in the last 
number of his paper urging Anarchists to use 
the dagger in murdering statesmen as @ surer 
weapon thau the pistol or the bomb, 
' The foul murder of Carnot ws the 
climax of anadrchistic crime in France. It 
cannot strike higher or fitd a victim more 
generally beloved by the people. But the 
same spirit is alivein every other European 
country. Itis rapidly growing to be a ques- 
tion whether a government of the people, by 
the people, and for the people, or organized 
government of any kina, shail be allowed to 
prevail and exercise its powers, or whether 
the State shall be plunged into the confusion 
and riot of anarchy, and whether any evil- 
minded .and muddle-headed person who is 
dissatisfied with the existing condition of 
things shall have ‘the right to give expression 
to his personal malignity with the dagger, the 
bomb, or the pistol. In France there is no 
danger that the people will not exact the 
penalty. From this time on the govern- 
f ment will bend all its, efforts and use 
ail its power to crush out this red evil. 


. It will guillotine every wretch who is found 


plotting or executing murder. The only dan- 
ger is that in this sudden and blind wrath of 
the people innocent ‘pérsons may suffer, and 
that Italians. who are in no wise responsi. 
ble for Santo’s cowardly act .may be 
the victims-of popular indignation,” The 
French Government, should act with 
prudence . and discrimination, meanwhile 
sparing noneof these Anarchist miscreants. 
It is not unlikely that in the interest of self-

tragedy, It was the freedom of the people at 
which the assassin Santo struck when he laid 
low one of the most estimable of human

WHY THE GOLD RESERVE Is Low. 
The gold reserve in the National Treasury 
is down to the point at which the Democratic 
Administration found it necessary a few 
months ago to issue 50 millions in bonds, 


| and gold is going out of the country at the rate 


of nearly eight million dollars per week. To 
mauy people the government seems to be in 
a bad dilemma. In reality the 
easy to be understood and the way dut of it 
should not be difficult to travel. It would not 


be so if the politicians at Waghington who are | 


monkeying with the tariff bill and playing 
into the hands. of the sugar trust and the 
Southern whisky ring would see it to be to: 
their own interest to work for the good of the 
people. The great trouble lies in the fact 
tliat for a long time past the administration 
has been spending nearly two million dollars 
per week in excess of its income, with only a 
dubious show for a speedy improvement in 
Conditions, The case is somewhat similar to 
that of the individual business-man who is 
known to be running behind and to have less 
Visibie income than his known liabilities. Not 
only is he called on for prompt payment of 
current accounts, but his notes are apt to be 
scrutinized closely with the result that some 
holders sell out and thus increase hig embar- 
rassment, 

The only sure way to end the miserable tan- 
gieinto which the country has been thrown 
by Democratic honeyfugling with trust mo- 
nopoly and attempts to spite Republican pol- 
icies is to pass their tariff bill at once, if it is 
to be passed at all, and let the people know 
just where they stand and the worst they have 
to count on in the future. But the bill must 
not contain the scandalous gifts of revenue 
to the sugar trust and the whisky ring by which 
the collection of taxes on sugar Would be de- 
ferred for six months and on whisky produc- 
tion for eight years’. In those two features 
the bill should be made to speak out promptly 
and with no uncertaip tones for the good of 
the people and the sending of a stream of rev- 
@nue into the now ipartially exhausted Na- 
tional Treasury. The sugar tax alone, which 
it has been proposed‘to remit for six months, 
would go far towards making up that deficit 
of nearly two million dollars per week, and 
the rest would be more than done by the re. 
vival of import business which has been par- 
alyzed for months by the fear that goods im- 
ported before the’bill was passed might have te 
be sold in competition with those brought into 
the country'at lower rates of duty. There is 
every reason to believe that were the tariff rates 
once fixed the volume of importations soon 
would exceed the normal rate; for the reason 
that in many lines stocks have been worked 
down to near zero. Hence import duties 
would be paid on a'‘liberal scale, at least for a 
time, in spite of the business depression that 
is complained of as universal, but which 


_tmight be partially récovered from if business- 


inen felt they could calculate on conditions 
for the future. 

Then money would flow into thé Treasury 
apace, and if most of the payments were made 
in paper that easily could be exchanged for 
gold to fill up the reserve,to the normal point 
and allow the people to recover confidence in 
the ability of the government to maintain the 
parity as well as to pay its way. The effect 
would be as beneficial. as in the case of the in- 
dividual merchant who is ascertainea to be 
in improved circumstances. There would be 
no distrust at home. and. very probably we 
speedily should see the stream of gold setting 
in the other way, crossing the Atlantic from 
east to west instead of ih the converse rer 
tion. 

Why donot the Senators at Washington 
see this for themselves? To the man of 
ordinary intelligence the situation is easily 
understood, and the way out of it clear to 
his perception. It is only the Democratic 
Senators whose intellects are enshrouded in 


‘the fog of party prejudice, or. whose hands 


are tied in bonds placed on them by the trust 
managers, who are unable to see the way out 
of the muddie. Why does not President 
Cleveland once again stir them up witha 
sharp stick, as hedidin regard to silver? 
Surely he knows what is the matter, and how 
to cure the evil. Will he consent much 
longer to keep silence and see the treasury 
emptied while his Democratic friends are 
acting the part of a dam to keep out the 
golden’stream that is waiting to flow into it? 


PROTACTION OF WORKINGMEN AGAINST 
GAMBLERS. 

‘The Trade and Labor Assembly of this city 
has decided on a measure which it thinks 
may save the workingmen and their families 
from the curse of protected gambling. At its 
meeting Sunday the assem bly adopted the 
following resolutions: 

WuHereas, It is a notorious fact that gambling 
dives are running their nefarious games wide 
open and in direct violation of the law in Chica- 
go; and, | 

Wuereas, The chief executive of Chicago has 
-repeatedly declared that there was no gambling 


going on in the city; therefore, 
Resolved, That a committee of ten male mem- 


# bers of this assembly be appointed to visit and 
| make a list of open @@mbling’ dens of Chicago 


and to lay said list; with their appended afiida- 
vits, before the Mayor of Chicago and to demand 
that the same be closed and kept closed. 

.Resolved, That on said committee being as- 
sured that the Mayor will not move in the mat- 
ter they proceed to swear out warrants for pro- 
prietors and habitués of said gambling “ hells’ 
and to prosecute the same to the full extent of 
the law. 

The remarks wade by some of the members 
show that they are not in favor of the policy 
of the administration of “ protecting’’ and 
blackmailing gambling in order that the 
workingmen may be bled indirectly: for the 
benefit of the Democratic campaign fund. 
One of them said that “* laboring men were in- 
duced to’ gamble away theirearnings and 
their wives and children were made to suffer 
in consequence.” Another said the gambling 
evil did more harm than all the alcoholic poi- 
son sold in the city. Others charged that the 
city officials could close up every gambling- 
house in the city if they chose, but they did 
not choose, because they were in league with 
the gamblers and derived a revenue from 
them. 

The resolutions were adopted by a vote of 


87 to 18. This negative vote shows that 


there are a number of pretended labor men 
who think more of filling the Democratic 
campaign f ind by the contributions of pro- 
tected gambiers than they do of saving the 
wages of ‘wurkmgmen for their wives and 
children. ‘These men, heedful of low down, 


‘bummer party interests, said it would be “a 


waste of time’ to attack gambling, that it 
would “cost too much," and that the assem- 
bly would have all it could do if it confined 
itself to the labor problem.: But a two-thirds 
majority of the delegates took a higher view 
of their duty to their fellow-workmen.

‘he value of dutiable competitive goods im- . 
ported during the first’ ten months of the 
present fiscal year was $124,000,000 less 
than for the corresponding ten months of .

off in imports, due in part to the panic, but 


chiefly to the expectation of lower duties and 
the determination of merchants not to load 
themselves down with the goods which might 
be left on their hands when the era of lower 
duties and cheaper foreign goods began, has 
interfered seriously with the customs rev- 
enues and is mainly responsible for the ex- 


cess of expenses over receipts of about seventy | 


million dollars during a fiscal year of Dem.- 
ocratic gc vernment. 

The Democrats say that when their tariff 
bill passes there will be an inrush of the 
foreign goods now piled up in English, 
French, German, and Belgian warehouses 
(and an outrush of money to Europe to pay 
for them), that thy customs revenues. will be 
increased largely, and the government will be 
relieved from its financial perplexities. 
Their expectations probably will be realized to 
some extent. There will be a deluge of for 
eign goods just as there was after the War of 
1812, But while the General Government 
will be the gainer by increased revenues what 
will be the effect on the men who earn their 
living in the competitive manufactor ies? 

They have been having a hard time of it 
during the last year. Many of them have had 
no’ work because of the partial or complete 
closing of so many factories. Others have 
had work, but at reduced wages, the em ploy- 
ers having cut them in view of the impending 
foreigti competition. Had it not been for 
this great falling off in imports there would 
have been less work for American working- 
men than there actually was. The unwilling- 
ness of megchants to import foreign goods 
except in “small quantities for immediate 
consumption till they knew just what the du- 
ties would be has saved to some extent the 
home market fur the American manufactur- 
er. That protection will cease when the tariff 
bill passes. 

As on previous occasions, the foreign man- 
ufacturers will put their prices down to the 
lowest notch for the purpose of striking the 
American manufacturers the severest blow 
they can below the belt. The consumers, 
finding the stores full of foreign novelties, of- 
fered at lower prices, will buy them and give 
the American goods the go-by. Under these 
circumstances not many factories which are 
closed now will be tempted to reopen for 
sometime, Those whick are running, being 
confronted by sharper compet ition, will have 
tostopif wages cannot be reduced so they 
can compete with the foreigners. 

Thus, while the Secretary of the Treasury 
may congratulate himself on the passage of 
the tariff bill, the men engaged in protected 
industries need not look for a change for the 
better in their condition when it passes. They 
may make up their minds instead that they 
will have to swallow another dose of Demo- 
cratic hard times,

That veteran 
statesman, M. Jules Simon, speaking of 
the overthrow of .the Casimir-Perier Ministry 
said recently: “It: would be funny to see 
Casimir at the Elysée in spite of this. ... 

I think he desired to fall, don’t you? That 
seems to be the géneral impression.’’ He 
wanted to avoid action on strongly controver- 
sial subjects and suffered himself to be de- 
feated on a motion condemning the govern- 
ment for its refusal to permit the State rail- 
road employésta@ attend a trades union con- 
vention. M. Dupuy, Perier’s competitor, be- 
longs to the same school of statesmen, a 
moderate Republican desirous of more cor- 
diat relations between the Roman Catholic 
Church and the government than has obtained 
in recent years in France, His admirable 
conduct as presiding. officer in the Chamber 
when Vaillant threw the bomb on the 9th of 
December last has greatlp:strengthened him 
with the army and the friends of a firm and 
stable government. The story is told in a 
French paper that when the account of his 
behavior reached the French troops in Africa 
one of the regiments elected Dupuy a cor- 
poral. As present Premier he will have many
